WASHINGTON (AP) - The Nixon 
administration has signaled more- 
flexible enforcement of its 5.5-per-cent 
wage guideline during this year’s 
heavy calendar of labor negotiations. 
The White House announced Monday 
that, while the 5.5-percent standard 
will remain on the books, it also will 
use as a wage-behavior guide a 
broadly worded statement issued by 
an advisory panel of top labor and 
business leaders. 
Nowhere in the statement was there 
any mention of 5.5 per cent as a 
standard for pay increases this year. 
The Ixibor-Managernent Advisory 
Committee, a 10-member panel that 
includes AFL-CIO ITesident George 
Meany, called for the average rate of 
pay this year to bt* “ consistent with the 
goal set by the President of getting the 
rate of inflation down to 2.5 per cent or 
less by the end of the year.” 
The panel added that no single 
standard or wage settlement “ can be 
equally applicable at one time to all 
parties in an economy so large, de­ 


centralized and dynamic.” 
T reasury Secretary G eorge P. 
Shultz and John Dunlop, director of the 
Cost of Living Council, praised the 
panel’s work but denied it meant an 
end to the 5.5-per-cent standard. 
Shultz said in an interview that he 
regards the committee's 
carefully 
worded document as “ a very strong 
statem ent.” He said the government 
w ill use it as a basic guide in looking at 
wage contracts this year. 
But neither Shultz nor Dunlop would

spokesmen ‘‘kept us in prison an extra 
year or two.” 
Col. Risner said Monday he believes 
the release of American POWs came 
about largely because of President 
Nixon’s decision to step up bombing 
and the introduction of B52 raids 
against the Hanoi-Haiphong area last 
Christmas. 
The Air Force officer, who spent 74 
years in Hanoi prison camp, said 
American prisoners were “ extremely 
surprised” to learn that South Dakota 
Sen.

In an interview published by The 
Daily Oklahoman, Risner said he and 
other POWs opposed McGovern’s 
policies and backed Nixon’s handling 
of the war.

Mrs. Johnson teaches 
speech and English on the high school 
level Mrs. Doles and Mrs. Werner are 
both instructors at Scioto School and 
Miss Walter heads the intermediate 
special education class at Ashville. 
Another resignation, that of a bus 
driver, was accepted. Mrs. Margaret 
Furry asked release from her position 
effective March 30 as she would be 
moving from the state. 
(’lerical help was also employed. 
lYesent high school secretary Mrs. 
Patricia Pontious was transferred to 
the guidance office as secretary and 
Mrs. Doris Carson employed as her 
replacement. Mrs. Polly Houser was 
assigned on a hourly, part time basis 
as a library aide for the junior high. All 
three positions become effective 
March 1. 


Further, Mrs Melody Johnson asked 
release from her extra-curricular duty 
as drama director. Replacing her for 
this second semester is Mrs. Diane 
Lytle. 
With the approval of the State Board 
of Education, the board adopted new 
hours for the extended day sessions, 
eliminating lunch period from the 
junior high schedule which will be 
from 12:15 to 5:15 p.m. beginning next 
September. 
This reduces the two period overlap 
with high school classes to only one 
overlapping period yet assures the 
minium five hour day required by 
state regulations.

Well, college letters of accep tance 
and rejection are going to be coming 
ou t soon, and across the nation a great 
many qu alified, m iddle-A m erican, 
high school seniors are going to be 
disap p ointed. Desp ite their A’s and B’s 
and their test scores and their p rin­ 
cip als and teachers, they are not going 
to get into the colleges of their choice. 
And this is esp ecially tru e if they 
asp ire to one of the elite, highly 
selectiv e schools. The time may be at 
hand for legislativ e action to correct 
this obv iou s abu se. 
Here is the ty p ical situ ation as it has 
dev elop ed at su ch schools du ring the 
last fiv e or six y ears. Back in 1968 or 
19 69 , when what might be called the 
fire-nex t-time sy ndrome was in fu ll 
swing, facu lties and administrators 
su ccu mbed to demands that arou nd 10 
p er cent of their op enings in the fresh­ 
man class be reserv ed for blacks and 
other minority stu dents. < in many 
cases, they did not “su ccu mb” to su ch 
demands, bu t ru shed to embrace 
them.) 
Now in the p ractice it tu rned ou t that 
nowhere near 10 p er cent rep resen­ 
tation of minority stu dents cou ld be 
achiev ed if su ch stu dents were 
requ ired to comp ete with all other 
ap p licants. The colleges therefore, 
often u sing eu p hemisms, waiv ed their 
ordinary standards and admitted large 
nu m bers of u nqu alified m inority 
stu dents. 
If ev er there were an obv iou s case of 
racial discrimination, this is it. The 
qu alified ap p licant is being denied a 
p lace, so that the u nqu alified one can 
fill it, ju st becau se he is black or 
whatev er. 
In the cou rse of a few y ears, 
moreov er, the p ractice has become 
institu tionalized and entrenched. The 
black stu dents were not long 
in 
demanding black deans, p rofessors, 
and so forth, and a wild scramble 
ensu ed to hire su ch p ersonnel. In many 
cases, the 
black candidate 
hired 
p resented credentials far inferior to 
those of white candidates rejected. In 
the case of both stu dents ap p ly ing for 
admission and hiring of staff, the 
colleges are emp loy ing segregated 
standards: one for the white, another 
one entirely for the black, Chicano, 
Indian or whatev er.

We therefore hav e one of the classic 
p roblems that arise when altru ism

NATORE, Bangladesh (AP) — 
Prime Minister Mu jibu r Rahman of 
Bangladesh say s war crime trials 
against some Pakistani soldiers held 
p risoner since the December 1971 war 
will begin “v ery soon” desp ite in­ 
sistence by Pakistan that su ch trials 
not be held. 
“I am not v indictiv e. My p eop le are 
not v indictiv e,” Mu jib said in an in­ 
terv iew Su nday . “The world shou ld 
know what the Pakistani army did. 
The actu al criminals shou ld get some 
sort of p u nishment. It will not be the 
innocent.” 
Mu jib did not say how many of the 
70,000 p risoners held in India wou ld be 
tried nor when the trials wou ld begin. 
The Bengalis claim that the soldiers 
killed more than three million East 
Pakistanis du ring the war, inclu ding 
many women and children. Thou sands 
of Bengali women also were rep orted 
rap ed by soldiers. 
Prime Minister Zu lfikar Ali Bhu tto 
of Pakistan, meanwhile, said there 
cou ld be no normalization of relations 
between the two cou ntries if any of the 
soldiers are tried. 
“There mu st be no war crime trials, 
no 
p ersecu tion 
of 
accu sed 
collaborators and the p rincip les for 
settlement of ou r financial p roblems 
mu st be worked ou t,” Bhu tto told Time 
magazine. 
He added that he was determined to 
recognize Bangladesh — which won its

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indep endence in the 1971 war — 
“p rov ided that there is machinery 
whereby we get ou r p risoners of war 
back.” 
Mu jib in his interv iew 
on the 
v eranda of a former m aharajah’s 
p alace disp lay ed anger at being 
criticized becau se India is still holding 
the Pakistani soldiers. 
“Why isn’t the world commu nity 
showing more concern abou t my 
Bengalis in Pakistan?” he asked. 
Mu jib p rop osed that Bangladesh 
trade more than 300,000 Moslems of the 
Bihari minority now liv ing in refu gee 
cam p s for the 400,000 Bengalis 
stranded in Pakistan after the war. 
“This can be done ev en before 
Pakistan recognizes Bangladesh,” he 
said. Prev iou sly Mu jib said any su ch 
ex change m u st be p receded by 
Pakistan’s recognition of Bangladesh. 
The p rime minister said his cou ntry 
does not hav e room for the Urdu ­ 
sp eaking Bihari and if Pakistan does 
not accep t them, “the world com­ 
mu nity shou ld p u rchase an island for 
them.”

Shingles, or “herp es zoster,” is an 
acu te infection of the nerv es of the 
central nerv ou s sy stem. It is cau sed by 
one of m any ty p es of v iru ses. This 
condition is not a congenital one and 
y ou shou ld hav e no fears that y ou 
might hav e inherited any tendency to 
dev elop ing it. It is p robably p u rely 
coincidental that this p ainfu l disorder 
occu rred to both y ou r p arents within 
two y ears. 
Shingles rarely occu rs in the y ou ng, 
and far more frequ ently occu rs p ast 
the age of 40. 
One of its strange asp ects is an 
eru p tion on the skin, which u su ally 
follows a distinct line arou nd the chest, 
the waist, and the face. 
One of the characteristics of shingles 
is that neu ralgic p ains may p ersist for 
a v ery long time. It is u nderstandable 
that this may cau se concern, bu t with 
p atience and dru gs the distress can be 
modified. 
Today the u se of cortisone and 
ACTH, in addition to large doses of 
v itamin B12, redu ces the sev erity and 
du ration of shingles. 


When is it necessary to wash ou t the 
sinu ses? Is it tru e that when once they 
are washed ou t they mu st then alway s 


be washed ou t?

Dear Mr. G.: 
It is a total misconcep tion to believ e 
that when once sinu ses are washed ou t 
they mu st alway s be washed ou t. 
The sinu ses, esp ecially the antra on 
each side of the nose, can become 
infected and can accu mu late a large 
amou nt of p u s. If p u s is p resent, it 
mu st be ev acu ated. This is no different 
from emp ty ing an abcess any where 
in the body . 
The antra are emp tied of that p u s by 
irrigation. The irrigation itself does 
not mean that this p rocedu re mu st 
again or ev er be rep eated u nless in­ 
fection p ersists or retu rns. 
All sinu ses are lined by mu cou s 
membrane, similar to the lining of the 
nose. 
Inflammation and infection occu r in 
the 
sinu ses. 
Infected 
m aterial 
frequ ently emp ties itself throu gh a 
tiny tu be that normally carries air in 
and ou t of the nose. 
When this becomes blocked by in­ 
fection or p u s, irrigation becomes 
necessary . Irrigation can 
be p er­ 
formed by p u nctu re or throu gh the 
natu ral op ening into the sinu ses. 
The u se of steam inhalations tends to 
p romote drainage of the 
infected 
sinu ses. This, in combination with 
antibiotics, local treatment, su ction, 
and decongestant dru gs, has markedly 
redu ced the need for sinu s irrigation. 
Yet there are times when irrigation 
of the sinu ses is necessary to reliev e 
the sev ere p ain and discomfort of 
acu te sinu s infection.

One line, Sou thern Railway , has had 
sev en straight y ears of record-high 
income, and last y ear rep orted p retax 
p rofits of more than $100 million on

A fascinating ex p lanation for the 
distorted image of the indu stry , and 
the reasons why one line p rosp ers 
while others declare bankru p tcy , is 
offered by Frank Barton, assistant to 
Sou thern’s p resident. 
The story of Sou thern’s su ccess 
begins, said Barton, with the Sou th 
losing the Civ il War.

Indu strial and traffic 
p atterns hav e changed, and now there 
is mu ch u nneeded track. In fact, he 
claims, between 10 and 25 p er cent of 
all rail mileage in the cou ntry is u n­ 
needed. 


Not so in the Sou th. While it was 
considered a p oor inv estment at the 
tu rn of the centu ry , it is now growing 
faster than any other geograp hical re­ 
gion of the cou ntry , mu ch faster than 
the Northeast. 


Barton wants it u nderstood that 
history alone is not resp onsible for the 
Sou thern’s su ccess. “We keep most of 
ou r earnings in the bu siness, and we 
concentrate on railroading rather than 
u nrelated fields,” he say s. 


Cost control, p lant modernization, 
training p rogram s and 
modern 
marketing techniqu es contribu te, he 
maintains, and he cites the ex amp le of 
“ Big John” to illu strate the latter.

Well, college letters of acceptance 
and rejection are going to be coming 
out soon, and across the nation a great 
many qualified, middle-American, 
high school seniors are going to be 
disappointed. Despite their A’s and B ’s 
and their test scores and their prin­ 
cipals and teachers, they are not going 
to get into the colleges of their choice. 
And this is especially true if they 
aspire to one of the elite, highly 
selective schools. The time may be at 
hand for legislative action to correct 
this obvious abuse. 
Here is the typical situation as it has 
developed at such schools during the 
last five or six years. Back in 1968 or 
1969, when what might be called the 
fire-next-time syndrome was in full 
swing, faculties and administrators 
succumbed to demands that around IO 
per cent of their openings in the fresh­ 
man class be reserved for blacks and 
other minority students, (in many 
cases, they did not ‘ succumb” to such 
demands, but rushed to embrace 
them.) 
Now in the practice it turned out that 
nowhere near IO per cent represen­ 
tation of minority students could be 
achieved if such students were 
required to compete with all other 
applicants. The colleges therefore, 
often using euphemisms, waived their 
ordinary standards and admitted large 
numbers of unqualified minority 
students. 
If ever there were an obvious case of 
racial discrimination, this is it. The 
qualified applicant is being denied a 
place, so that the unqualified one can 
fill it, just because he is black or 
whatever. 
In the course of a few years, 
moreover, the practice has become 
institutionalized and entrenched. The 
black students were not long in 
demanding black deans, professors, 
and so forth, and a wild scramble 
ensued to hire such personnel. In many 
cases, the black candidate hired 
presented credentials far inferior to 
those of white candidates rejected. In 
the case of both students applying for 
admission and hiring of staff, the 
colleges are employing segregated 
standards: one for the white, another 
one entirely for the black, Chicano, 
Indian or whatever.

Leaders Plan 
War Crime Trials 


NATO KE, Bangladesh (A P ) — 
Prime Minister Mujibur Rahman of 
Bangladesh says war crime trials 
against some Pakistani soldiers held 
prisoner since the December 1971 war 
will begin ‘‘very soon” despite in­ 
sistence by Pakistan that such trials 
not be held. 
‘‘I am not vindictive. My people are 
not vindictive,” Mujib said in an in­ 
terview Sunday. “The world should 
know what the Pakistani army did. 
The actual criminals should get some 
sort of punishment. It will not be the 
innocent.” 
Mujib did not say how many of the 
70,000 prisoners held in India would be 
tried nor when the trials would begin. 
The Bengalis claim that the soldiers 
killed more than three million East 
Pakistanis during the war, including 
many women and children. Thousands 
of Bengali women also were reported 
raped by soldiers. 
Prime Minister Zulfikar AU Bhutto 
of Pakistan, meanwhile, said there 
could be no normalization of relations 
between the two countries if any of the 
soldiers are tried. 
“ There must be no war crime trials, 
no 
persecution 
of 
accused 
collaborators and the principles for 
settlement of our financial problems 
must be worked out,” Bhutto told Time 
magazine. 
He added that he was determined to 
recognize Bangladesh — which won its 


independence in the 1971 war — 
“ provided that there is machinery 
whereby we get our prisoners of war 
back.” 
Mujib in his interview on the 
veranda of a former maharajah’s 
palace displayed anger at being 
criticized because India is still holding 
the Pakistani soldiers. 
“ Why isn’t the world community 
showing more concern about my 
Bengalis in Pakistan?” he asked. 
Mujib proposed that Bangladesh 
trade more than 300,000 Moslems of the 
Bihari minority now living in refugee 
camps for the 400,000 Bengalis 
.stranded in Pakistan after the war. 
“This can be done even before 
Pakistan recognizes Bangladesh,” he 
said. Previously Mujib said any such 
exchange must be preceded by 
Pakistan’s recognition of Bangladesh. 
The prime minister said his country 
does not have room for the Urdu- 
speaking Bihari and if Pakistan does 
not accept them, “ the world com­ 
munity should purchase an island for 
them.”

Chief Claims 
'Sellout' Near 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) - A 
peaceful settlement is coming in the 
Middle East and Palestinian guerrillas 
have been told to “pack and go” from 
lebanon, one of their leaders has 
charged. 
Arab governments are desperately 
seeking a new U.S. peace initiative in 
the area and “are offering even to 
sacrifice the guerrilla movement in re­ 
turn,” said Nayef Hawatmeh, leader 
of the Maoist Popular Democratic 
Front for the Liberation of Palestine.

Natural Gas Rate 
To Increase 


Residents of Circleville and three 
other Pickaway County communities 
will begin paying a few cents more per 
month for natural gas beginning 
March 31, it was announced today by 
Columbia Gas of Ohio, Inc. 
The adjustment — one and 37 one- 
hundredths cents per 1,000 cubic feet, 
or about 21 cents a month for the 
average customer who heats his home 
with gas — is a result of an increase in 
the cost of gas from a wholesale 
supplier. 
The adjustment is being passed on to 
customers through provisions of the 
communities’ contracts with the gas 
company. 
It will apply in 305 Ohio com­ 
munities, including Circleville, Ash­ 
ville, Commercial Point and South 
Bloomfield.

Judge Darrell Dottle of Highland 
County is one of the judges drawing 
less because of a population drop. 
Reasoning behind the population 
formula, he said, was that judges in 
larger areas had heavier caseloads, 
more difficult cases and higher living 
costs. 
“I’ve served in the largest and 
smallest communities,” said Judge 
Dottle, “and the workload is not that 
much different. 'They have more 
people helping in the larger places.” 
And, even by moonlighting, Judge 
Dottle said, the small county judge 
can’t make up the difference, although 
they may be assigned to hear cases in 
other counties with additional pay. 
“If you ran your regular docket, and 
served every working day outside the 
county with per diem pay,” Judge 


Dottle said, “you would still get about 
$2,000 less than judges in the larger 
counties.” 
There are 22 Ohio counties smaller 
than Highland, where Judges Dottle 
and Richard Davis draw down 
$16,219 28 a year after the cut. They 
drew $16,348.88 before the cut. 
Vinton County’s judge, for instance, 
would draw only $12,695 based strictly 
on the population formula, but the floor 
for small county judges is about 56 per 
cent of the maximum made by the 
biggest judge.

Moore Jr dedicated the Buffalo Creek 
Memorial Library and Cultural (’enter 
here Sunday afternoon in memory of 
the 118 persons who died one year ago 
today when a massive flood rampaged 
down a narrow I/)gan County valley

Tests Show Rat Tumors 


WASHINGTON (AIM 
The Food 
untl Drug Administration say* rats 
that were fed saccharin in carefully 
controlled government studies have 
develop ed susp icions bladder tumors.

Hut the agency adds that its scien­ 
tists have not determined whether the 
tumors are cancerous, which would 
force a ban on tin* only artificial 
sweetener remaining on the market. 
Cyclamates were banned in 1969 
under the so-called Delaney Clause in 
the law prohibiting any food additive 
that causes cancer in man or animals. 
Virgil 0. Wodicka, director of FDA’s 
Bureau of Foods, confirm ed the 
preliminary saccharin study results in 
an interview Monday. 
He said the FDA findings will lie 
transmitted to the National Academy 
of Sciences, which is under contract to 
evaluate the sweetener’s safety and its 
role in treating certain metabolic 
diseases. 
Even if tin' bladder tumors are found 
to In* malignant, Wodicka said, the 
cause may be traced to impurities in 
the saccharin or to “mechanical irrita­ 
tion” resulting from the high levels of 
the chemical fed to test animals. 
“We’re not going to bike any action 
until we get a recommendation from 


the academy,” Wodicka said.

Author Says Aliens Visited 
Earth During Ancient Times 


DURING OUR 


NEW YORK (AP) - Erick von 
Daniken insists that alien astronauts 
visited the earth in ancient times. To 
back him up, he has a pair of world­ 
wide best sellers that have recently be­ 
come paperback phenomena in this 
country. 
“ Maybe not all the theories in my 
books are correct,” von Daniken said 
in an interview here Monday. “But 
there is no doubt that we were visited 
from outer space long ago.” 
Von Daniken, 37, a Swiss innkeeper 
by trade with no formal higher 
education, wraps an old theory with 
new words in his books. 
The theory is that visitors from other 
worlds landed on earth in prehistoric 
times, created the rudiments of human 
civilization and departed. 
Recast by von Daniken in the jargon 
of contem porary technology, the 
visitors become astronauts and their 
vehicles become nuclear rockets. 
“Chariots of the Gods?” and “Gods 
From Outer Space,” von Daniken’s 
books, were published in Europe in the 
late 1960s. Translated into 32 lan­ 
guages, they have now sold more than 
20 million copies, according to The 
Trade News Service, a publishing 
industry magazine. 
The American editions, published in 
1970 and 1971, enjoyed relatively good 
sales. More than one million paper­ 
back copies of “Chariots of the Gods?” 


had been sold at the end of last year. 
Early in January, a film based on 
the books was shown on network 
television. Sales soared. 
From nowhere, “Chariots of the 
Gods?” suddenly appeared as the 
second 
best 
selling 
nonfiction 
paperback in the country on The New 
York Times list. A survey of campus 
bookstores by The Chronicle of Higher 
Education ranked it third in sales this 
month. It was not among the top IO 
campus sellers last month. 
Von Daniken said religious doubts 
first caused him to question traditional 
explanations of man’s past. Raised in a 
strict Catholic home, he began to

singular god, and about the actual 
events that inspired the biblical 
writers.

Sharrett turned the meeting over to 
the speaker, Bill Bowers, manager of 
labile Affairs for the General Tele­ 
phone Co. from Portsmouth. His in­ 
teresting topic was “Adventures and 
Sounds” and the new direct dialing 
system which was Initiated in Circle­ 
ville Feb. ll. 
Bowers stated that the first sound 
was transmitted in 1876. This long dis­ 
tance sound traveled for eleven miles. 
Next sound was made available on 
discs. Will Rodgers entertained people 
on their crystal sets. In 1920, the radio 
became popular with well-known 
series such as The Shadow, Hit Pa­ 
rade, Paul Harvey’s News, Fibber Mc­ 
Gee and Mollie and many others. 
Wireless sound transmission was a 
breakthrough of World War I, Bowers 
noted. The first transcontinental call 
was made from New York to (Cali­ 
fornia and cost $29.40 for the first min­ 
ute. Sound became music for the silent 
movies in 1927. 
'Hie depression made tile radio pop­ 
ular because it was free. Through this 
media, King Edward VHI renounced 
the English throne for the love of a 
woman and EDR made the fateful pro­ 
nouncement to the nation and the 
world that Japanese planes had at­ 
tacked Pearl Harbor. 
After World War II, Bowers said, 
communications changed again. Tele­ 
vision was introduced in 1945, then 
high fidelity sound in the rock and roll 
era and stereophonic sound with the 
Beatles. 1958 marked the beginning of 
the space age. 
Today, communication and sounds 
are still expanding, Bowers noted. 
There are tape recorders and more 
and more computers, many able to 
produce a sound similar to a human 
voice. In the unforeseen future, men of 
vision are talking of in-home com­ 
puters to answer phone calls, he noted.

daytime viewers two new

Those being shown the door 
are two soap operas, “ Where 
the Heart Is,” which began in 
September 1969, and “ I«ove Is 
a Many-Splendored Thing,” 
born on Sept. 18, 1967. 
A third victim of the shuffle 
is “ The Vin Sculley Show,” a 
talk-variety effort that began 
only last Jan. 15 is the net­ 
work’s 4-4:30 p.m. time slot. 
That show, which suc­ 
ceeded reruns of a situation 
comedy 
called 
“ Fam ily 
Affair,” is being replaced in 
its time slot by “ the Secret 
Storm,” a 20-year veteran 
now on from 3:30 to 4 p.m.

Father Honored

George Bird Grinnell has 
been placed in the National 
Wildlife Federation’s Hall of 
Fame for conservation.

born on Sept. 18, 1967. 
A third victim of the shuffle 


is “ The Vin Sculley Show,” a 
talk-variety effort that began 
only last Jan. 15 is the net­ 
work’s 4-4:30 p.m. time slot. 
That show, which suc­ 
ceeded reruns of a situation 
comedy 
called 
“ Fam ily 


Affair,” is being replaced in 
its time slot by “ the Secret 
Storm,” a 20-year veteran 
now on from 3:30 to 4 p.m. 
It’s the second big daylight 


change for CBS, once the 
leader in the daytime Nielsen 
ratings. At the heart of both is 
the fact that the ratings race 
now is a very tight, three- 
network affair.
